EXPERIENCE SPEAKS 
Representative Eugene E. Cox, of Camilla, 
in seeking authoritative information on the 
probable effect of the pending bill to set min!- 
mum wage and maximum hour standards, ap~- 
pealed to Dr. Charles F. Roos, director of re- 
search for the NRA. No man in the country is 


better qualified by experience to speak on the 
effect of federal control of industry through 


labor legislation. , 

Dr. Roos, in a lengthy opinion, paints 4 
warning picture of increased unemployment, 
lower average wage scales, reduced production, 
dropping prices and new hardships for labor 
and for farmers. His prediction, based upon 
two years of careful observation of the work- 
ings of the defunct NRA, is a danger signal of 


what may be expected from unwise tampering 
with the economic order of the country. 


Dr. Roos feels that enactment of the Black- 
Connery bill would prove ruinous to the south. 
He points out that the chief sufferers under the 
NRA were those smaller industries located in 
the smail towns and rural areas. Lacking the 
capital facilities of the big industries to pro- 
vide expensive machinery which increases the 
output per man, it is impossible for these 
smaller units to pay as high wages. Where the 
output per man is smaller, this is an inevitable 
corollary. | 

These smaller southern plants are able to 
operate and to compete with the larger indus- 
tries without injustice to their workers by rea- 
son of the lower living costs in the south, com- 
pared to the congested industrial areas of the 
north and east. There are hundreds of small 
southern towns which boast small local plants 
upon which they depend for the greater part 
of their prosperity, even their existence. The 
workers in these plants are contented, happy 
. and prosperous, living under conditions which 
are the envy of workers in the big cities of 
the east. 


Compulsory parity as to hours of work and 
scales of pay between such plants and the huge 
Industries of the east would result in closure 
for many southern industries. It would be a 
blow to the advance of the new industrial 
south from which the section would not re- 
cover iri decades. It would multiply unemploy- 
ment, deprive the farmer of a large consumer 
market, and throw thousands of small busi- 
nessmen into bankruptcy. It would be a dis- 
aster to the south that would spread over the 
entire country and undo all of the new pros- 
perity which the nation has achieved by hard 
work and sacrifice, by faith in the “New Dea!” 
and by confidence in America. 


Dr. Roos cites the experience of the NRA 
when he emphasizes that the establishment of 
a minimum wage scale invariably results in a 
heavy concentration of workers receiving ex- 
actly that minimum and no more. It may lift 
an inconsiderable few up to the minimum, 
but at the same time it reduces a vastly greater 
humber to that scale. 


The farmer, as a result of such a law and 
its enforcement, is caught anew in the vise 
of dropping prices for his products and rising 
costs of the things he must buy. Increased 
dJabor costs add to the price the farmer must 
pay for manufactured goods he has to buy, 
while lowered industrial production and grow- 
ing unemployment result in lower prices for 
the products of the farm. 

. The force of Dr. Roos’ findings is empha- 
sized when it is remembered that he entered 
upon. his service with the NRA as a supporter 
of the New Deal, in thorough sympathy with 
the objectives of that experiment in social law. 
That experiment and its-results, he now ad- 
mits, has convinced him this type of legisla- 
tion is a mistake. “NRA regulation of hours 
and wages,” he pertinently comments, “kept 
business recovery at a standstill for a two-year 
period.” 

Experimental statutes such as the NRA and 
the Black-Connery wages and hours bill are 
the result of economic theorizing which seeks 
short cuts to the Utopia of dreams. They be- 
long in that class of legislation which would 
make man conform to the measure sét up*by 
groups of professional] reformers and would .re- 
create the world made by God along new lines 
to. suit man’s conceptions of fitness.

rehousing projects will have to be paid by 
federal Treasury: In other words, by the tax* 


the effect that the whole $700,000,000 will ulti- 
mately be repaid “without major loss to the 
taxpayer.” This is not correct. 

Actual provisions of the bill permit housing 
loans to localities and also an annual subsidy 
to pay interest and amortization. Rents from 
the property are set aside for upkeep and 
management. Thus it is seeh that what the 
government really proposes is to advance the 
original $700,000,000 cost and then repay it- 
self, both as to interest and retirement of the 
principal debt, out of the Treasury. 

The government proposes to finance the bill 
by borrowing the $700,000,000, giving its own 
commitment to service and amortize the loan. 
The bonds are to be unconditionally guaran- 
teed as to both principal and interest by the 
government. 

The new housing projects, when and if built, 
will contribute not one cent to retirement of 
the loan, or to interest payments. The govern- 
ment must provide the money and then take 
from one pocket and put in another to meet 
all these charges. 

There are many fiscal authorities who have 
criticized this plan. It is said, in Washington, 
that the Treasury itself did not agree. to it, 
simply keeping silent either as to disapproval 
or indorsement when it was seen the admin- 
istration was determined to back the proposal. 

The rehousing project, basically, may be 
worthy legislation with desirable motives. But 
the method of financing should be made clear 
to the country as a whole, in order that no 
taxpayer shall be under any misapprehension 
that it is his money, and his alone, that even- 
tually provides the $700,000,000 needed.

He 
was recaptured at Norfolk, Va., in

WHO’S AFRAID OF THE 
ULTRAVIOLET? 

Correspondent says she has been 
taking sunbaths for two or three 
hours a day, but now she is wor- 
ried about possible harmful con- 
sequences as she has Ben Told 
(Ben gets about, doesn’t he?) that 
the ultraviolet rays must be 
strained, as they are too strong 
otherwise ... 

It is evident from the many and 
odd queries about ultraviolet light 
irradiation and “violet” rays, as 
the child-minded say, that there is 
a good deal of confusion and mis- 
information in the popular mind. 
Probably a source of much of the 
misinformation and confusion 
about ultraviolet light was the oc- 
casional magisterial comment of a 
late philosopher who harbored an 
obsession that very strong ultra- 
violet rays could penetrate the 
skull and work havoc with the 
membranes covering the brain or 
the brain itself, and the cultured 


la! but scientifically unlearned old 


gentlemen cautioned his readers 
not to go without hats. 

Actually there is as much truth 
in that notion as there was in the 
fine old romantic contrivance 
whereby the hero or heroine in the 
novel smoothly escaped from an 
impossible situation by developing 
brain fever from sheer intensity of 
passion—a feat never quite 
achieved in real life. 

To the best of our present 
knowledge the benefit derived 
from sunbaths, from outdoor life, 
from exposure of the skin to sun, 
from tanning, is. due to the pro- 
duction of vitamin D from the 
chemical action of the ultraviolet 
rays of sunlight on a substance 
known as ergosterol which is 
present in the skin. Ergosterol is 
present in many foods, and if such 
foods are exposed to ultraviolet 
light the ergosterol is converted 
into viosterol, vitamin D. Ergos- 
terol is called the provitamin D, 
the mother substance with which 
vitamin D is produced. Exposure 
of anything to sunlight is irradia- 
tion, and the term “irradiated” as 
applied to certain foods means the 
food has been. exposed to ultra- 
violet rays to impart vitamin D 
to it. Much milk is so treated to 
produce the desirable vitamin D, 
all natural foods of man being poor 
in vitamin D. 

Direct midday sunshine in mid- 
summer contains @ considerable 
amount of ultraviolet rays. Cloud, 
dust, fog, but especially smoke in 
the atmosphere screens out much 
of the ultraviolet light.

The meeting was a feature of 
“Soil Conservation Day” in the 
University of Georgia College of 
Agriculture’s. annual Farm and 
Home Week. J. Phil Campbell, 
head of the federal conservafion 
service co-operative relations sec- 
tion, was principal speaker today. 

Advances Nullified. 

Campbell declared unwise farm- 
ing practices “are nullifying, to a 
large extent, the amazing advances 
that this country has made in agri- 
cultural science.” 

Geology’s Aid. 

Richard W. Smith, of the min- 
ing division of the Natural Re- 
sources Board, said a geological 
survey will be made to aid in the 
program. 

Tom Asbury, executive secre- 
tary of the state soil committee, 
announced that 12 conservation 
districts are in process of forma- 
tion-in various sections of the 
state. The districts are being set 
up under the provisions of the 
Georgia soil conservation district 
act of the last legislature. 

Soil Area Toured. 

Visiting farmers were taken on 


a tour of the Sandy Creek Soil 
Conservation project near here 
this afternoon for practical dem- 
onstrations of contour furrowing, 
terracing, reforestation and other 
soil-building methods developed 
by the federal government, 

Dr. T. S. Buie, of Spartanburg, 
S. C., head of the southeastern re- 
gion of the Federal Soil Conserva- 
tion Service, called on the young 
farmers here to attack the “mod- 
ern frontier.”

Taking up coeducation, Dr. Sut- 
ton said: 

“I believe that the best system 
of education in the world would 
be to give opportunity for both 
boys and girls of all ages to be 


educated in a perfectly normal — 


situation together. If the people of 
Atlanta could be brought to see 
it, I am convinced that the build- 
ing of coeducational high schools 
in the four quadrants of the city 
would redound to the efficiency 
and training of the young people 
of the city. 

“The rivalry that now exists 
between high schools is not help- 
ful. + The education of boys and 
girls entirely separate and apart 
from each other is not normal. I 
cannot be but honest. I have 
changed my own mind with ref- 
erence to this matter in the last 
15 or 20 years. 

Feeling of Parents Followed. 

“The recommendation with ref- 
erence to the building of the Boys’ 
High school was made because of 
the feeling I have that the city 
prefers separate schools for boys 
and girls. If the Board of Educa- 
tion and the city should decide 
that coeducation would be best, 
then of course plans for changing 
institutions like Boys’ High, Tech 
High, Girls’ High schools into ¢o- 
educational institutions could be 
undertaken.” 

Sutton said other difficulties 
may stand in the way, but urged 
that “reason and sound judgment 
need to hold sway in the minds of 
our people.” 

Other recommendations he made 
were: Improvement of personnel; 
study looking toward salary res- 
torations next year; and installa- 
tion of seven basic principles in 
the mind of both adults and stu- 
dents in Atlanta. The principles 
are love of the soil, preservation 
of the home, appreciation of the 
necessity of keeping open the 
channels of truth, maintenance of 
a stable government, love of beau- 
ty, mental and physical health,
